An Associate’s Reflexions for 133yf 


Lately, through insight brought on from insight roles and personal introspexion, these 
abstractions have been becoming less relevant. The polemics game is unsatisfying. A 
hadith [1] states if one sees evil, to change it with the hand (i.e. kampf), if he is unable 
then with the tongue (e.g. writing MSS), if he is unable then feel it with his heart (i.e. it 
is a part of the weltanschauung). I do not believe in kampf-ing, it doesn’t change 
anything. As DM stated in his Numinous Way, [we] are fallible. We are subject to 
abstractions. Now, those are falling away. The appeal of the external adept’s abstractions 
and weltanschauung is almost non-existent. 


Anton Long said the more one progresses, the less abstractions become the driving 
force. Buddha said to know a genuine teaching and to know one’s progress, ask oneself 
Am I less passionate [2] because of this? If it leads to less passion, it is a genuine 
teaching. The first three spheres are full of passions and abstractions. They do not seem 
appealing, they are empty and false, their causal nature as flexions is clear. All of these 
weltanschauungen about politics, religion, occult, magian, gods, correspondences, 
labyrinthos, etc. are dull. By associating with a nexion like this, you are already hurting 
yourself. The weltanschauung of the Way, with these abstractions, cultivates paranoia. 
This is easily seen with the you-know-who current that dominates outsider perceptions 
based on propaganda and manipulation - manipulation an associate should be prepared 
against and should never fall for. [3] The anados is individual and should not be a 
community for many reasons. Currents are useful and okay, if a certain current is more 
effective than other then use it, but this is different from a group with dogma (even if 
they claim to allow ‘individual judgement’). 


The rite of the external adept involves extensive isolation. This practice is important to 
lessen abstractions’ influence, especially while performing some meditations 
recommended by the Buddha such as on death, on the mind, on mental formations, on 
the causal co-incidence of events and their causes, the elements of causal forms of which 
a thing is constituted, on ill will, etc. or by the Stoics such as meditating on the 
smallness of the individual and his problems in the vast aeonic and cosmic view of the 
universe. [4] 


XXIX. From some high place as it were to look down, and to behold here flocks, and there sacrifices, without number; and all kind 
of navigation; some in a rough and stormy sea, and some in a calm: the general differences, or different estates of things, some, that 
are now first upon being; the several and mutual relations of those things that are together; and some other things that are at their last. 
Their lives also, who were long ago, and theirs who shall be hereafter, and the present estate and life of those many nations of 
barbarians that are now in the world, thou must likewise consider in thy mind. And how many there be, who never so much as heard 
of thy name, how many that will soon forget it; how many who but even now did commend thee, within a very little while perchance 
will speak ill of thee. So that neither fame, nor honour, nor anything else that this world doth afford, is worth the while. The sum then 
of all; whatsoever doth happen unto thee, whereof God is the cause, to accept it contentedly: whatsoever thou doest, whereof thou 
thyself art the cause, to do it justly: which will be, if both in thy resolution and in thy action thou have no further end, than to do good 
unto others, as being that, which by thy natural constitution, as a man, thou art bound unto.

[2] Passion - A compulsion, an impression, an attraction, an aversion, loss of 
mindfulness and faculties. 

[3] Never see yourself as part of a nexion. You are not going to be a hero. You do not 
have some lost or hidden truth. Neither Hermes nor Nietzsche’s Zarathustra was 
welcomed or praised by the mundanes and they did not attempt to spread their wisdom 
to them or spend time in debate. Likewise, the Buddha did not seek out ascetics to 
debate. 

[4] A more modern translation: Look down from above on the countless gatherings and 
countless ceremonies, and every sort of voyage in storm and calm, and the disputes 
between those being born, living together, and dying. Think also of the life that was lived 
by others long ago, and that will be lived after you, and that is being lived now in other 
countries; think of how many don’t know your name at all, how many will quickly forget 
it, how many who — perhaps praising you now — will soon be finding fault. Realize that 
being remembered has no value, nor does your reputation, nor anything else at all.
